Arriving at Sandy Point, Patagonia, on March 


16, we were detained tliere until the 19th by the 
necessity for taking in a fresh supply of coal. The 
anchorage, though" rather exposed to southern 
winds, is very good; but the absence of any pier 
or wharf at which to land, and the Heavy snrf which 
sets in on the beach, often cause, as in our case, un- 
necessary detentions. An attempt made to reach 
the shore on the day following our arrival was at- 
tended with considerable risk of swamping^ the 
boat, and was altogether unsuccessful, so that for 
twenty-four hours we were compelled to form our 
Ideas of Sandy Point from its appearance as seen 
from the deck of the Hassler. The settlement is a 
couple of miles south of the projection from which 
it takes its name, and is bniit on the summit of a 
bank twenty or thirty feet high, surrounded by a 
moderately fertile plain ana backed by a dense 
forest. It presents a long, straggling, double row 
of 
houses, parallel to the beach, the most 


conspicuous being that of the Governor. It is 
& penal settlement, nnfler military rule, and 
its isolation from civilized Iranian intercourse 
was almost complete from the time of its origin in 
1843 
until within a few years. In consequence, 


however of the increase of rrr. 'lie through the 
Straits the Chilean government lus offered new in- 
ducements to emigration, and the colony has be- 
Eomemore active. The nest day, the wind and 
sea having subsided, we effected a landing and ex- 
cursions in various directions were taken. A coal 
mine, which is being worked within five miles of 
the city and 1,000 feet above the sea level, was 
visited by Professor Agassis, the laflies and others. 
The coal has ordinarily been described as a tertiary 
lignite of inferior quality, but the Professor found it 
to be true coal of the carboniferons era. The fu- 
ture fate of Sandy Point probably depends to a 
greater degree upon the abundance of this coal, its 
commercial value and the facility of its extraction 
than upon any other single circumstance. Half 
way between two great oceans, on their main chan- 
nel of communication, offering a safe ana reliable 
Anchorage to all vessels, possessing a fine pastur- 
age for cattle and an inexhaustible supply 
of 
timber, 
if it could produce good steam 


coal in 
sufficient 
quantities its speedy con- 


version into a prosperous and important city 


, wonld be almost certain. Gold is found along the 
' banks and in the bed of the little stream which runs 
near the town, and the nuggets picked np there 
form, one of the articles of traffic of the natives, 
being bought as keepsakes by strangers. In the 
vicinity of the coal mine an immense bed of fossil 
oyster shells was discovered, fragments broken off 
from which were fonnd to consist of nearly pure 
carbonate of lime, so that a demand for building 
materials once being established a iime kiln would 
not be an unprofitable speculation. In the forest 
near the town 


BWJE ANTARCTIC BEECHES 


(Fagvs antarctica) were found, six or seven feet ia 
diameter and about one hundred feet high. These 
trees have a rough bark, a small, oblong, crenated 
leaf and bear a nut which is considerably smaller 
than our beech nut. 
Another interesting tree 


was the Winter's Bark, a noble 
evergreen, 


varying in height from sixty to seventy feet 
having a smooth, gray bark, light coriaceocus 
leaves, and bearing a tuft of white flowers at the 
end of the branches. It belongs to the natural 
order magnoliacm, which includes our magnolias 
'and liriodendra. men, in the latter part of the 
; sixteenth century, Sir JFrancis Drake passed throngn 
'the Straits, pursuing his celebrated circumnavi- 
gating, fortune-seeking, buccaneeringToyage, one 
ofhiE companions, Captain Winter, whose men were

smooth, regular faces of rocfc, where the strata had 
reposed peacefully since their deposition by sur- 
faces, gnarled, twisted and distorted as by some 
mighty convulsion of nature; forked peaks or sharp 
cones by rounded'summits; grag«y knolls by bare 
patches, rocJies mdutannfs, 
where the fertility, 


crushed and ground out daring the elaclal epoch, 
had never been re-establinhed. On this day and 
•luring the entire passage we noticed that any dif- 
ference in smoothness between the northern and 
southern shores was always In favor of the former, 
they often presenting polished, reeular, rounded 
surfaces, while those directly opposite were sharp, 
Jagged and uneven. These appearances were suffi- 
ciently marKC'l to constitute unmistakable evi- 
dence that the passage of tlie ice mass liad been 
from the south northward, and to give complete 
confirmation to Professor Aga.ssiz'8 'theories arid 
predictions on the subject. The rocks on the north 
side facing and opposing the progress of the ice 
had been planed and levelled tjeneatJi it, while the 
others, fronting in the directiou of its movement, 
escaped untouched. At about ten o'closk In the- 
morninp; we approached Cape Froward, whose bold, 
steep, siaty blntf constitutes 
TUB SODTHERKMOST POINT OP THE AMERICAS CON- 


TINENT. 
Sailing vessels often have great difficulty in pass- 


ing it on account of the strong winds which pre- 
vail ; but we rounded it without any difficulty, and, 
heading northward, were "homeward boand," an 
event which was duly recognized and celebrated. 
During the morning we had passed a Fuegian 
canoe containing four or flve natives, males and 
females. 
They were almost nude, wearing only 
very small guanaco and puma skins as a protection 
from the cold. The women were rowing and suck- 
ling their babies at the same time, while the men 
stood np in the boat ana made frantic outcries for 
us to stop, gesticulating and shouting with the 
utmost vehemence. Their only English phrases 
seemed to be "Stop boat I" and "Href" which they 
repeated incessantly, while they motioned towards 
an arbor and a smoke on the beach, probably the 
signs of their temporary habitation. As it was 
aeemeU advisable to round Cape Proward while 
the weather was favorable no attention was paid 
to their outcries, and the last we saw of them they 
were slowly returning to the shore, the women ex- 
ercising without opposition the privilege demanded 
by tneir more cultivated sisters of sharing the labor 
of the males. 


Early in tne afternoon we anchored in Fortescue 
Bay, at Port Gallant, one of the safest and most con-

venient harbors in the Straits. It is completely en- 
closed on three aides by hills, and a little island 
shields the fourth bat allows of ready ingress and 
egress. The usual exploring party went on shore. 
Erratic boulders and quartz veins, worn to a level 
with the soft rock in which they were embedded, 
were discovered and thickets oifucJista MaaeOanlca 
and a profusion of lichens, mosses and 
Jufpalicce, 
were lonnd on both the island and the main land. 
THE BEACTT AND LUXUKIAXCE OF THE VEGETATION 
has been an ever-recurring surprise to us. Here, 
where the snow level is within one or two thou- 
sand feet of the sea. where we had read of storms 
of rain and sleet lasting for months, where mid- 
summer snow squalls are not infrequent, we found 
wild fuchsias reaching a height of ten or twelve feet, 
scarlet Oesnmtalnea;, rose-cotored pKSesUe and 
numerous other brilliant and attractive flowers in 
profusion, while the lichens and mosses are 
wonderful in their great numbers, large size acd 
variegated colors. 
Early on the following morning (March 21). we 
continued our course, after a dredging which was 
moderately successful. The mild breeze with which 
we started soon freshened and strengthened, com- 
ing onin fitful gusts,which swept eastward through, 
the narrow channel with great fury. These sudden, 
short, violent squalls, peculiar to this region are 
called "wffli-waws," a name of doubtful etymology, 


- but which grew to .have a weighty import to our 
ears. Tne bursts of sunshine and mantles of cloud 
which alternately condensed and rarifled the air 
and the narrow passages with steep walls connninsr 
the currents of winds to certain limits and direc- 
tions, seemed to combine to intensifv the violence of 
this storm. The photographic apparatus had been 
in use all the morning, and during the commence- 
ment of t ne gale several pictures were secured, but 
with the greatest difficulty. The ship was strug- 
gling against the head wind, quivering and tossing 
and veering occasionally from side to side 
The 
camera 
had 
to 
be 
constantly 
held 
to "-prevent its being blown away, and, in- 
deed, at one time escaped from the grasp of 
its keeper and 
suffered some damage. 
The 
only way in which it was fonnd possible to obtain 
any results whatever was by employing lenses with 
an extremely short focus, thus reducing the motion 
or the image to the minimum. All attempts made 
with our large cameras and long focus lenses were 
lailnres, as it was foundimpossibleto so shorten the 
time of exposure as to avoid the effects of the mo- 
tion. That any views'at all were obtained is a 
source of congratulation, as even the most imper- 
fect plcturesof these localities, if only mere outlines 
are of interest if not of value to navigators. 


STBCGOUN&AGA1SST THE "WILLI-WAW." 
We had started with the intention of reaching 
Playa Parda Cove, but the wind increased to an al- 
most incredible extent- 
The water "foamed it 
took one's breath to attempt to remain on deck, 
and our voices were imperceptible to their highest 
tones at the distance of a few feet, the wild whistle 
of the "wilii-waw" as it rushed by drowning 
all other sounds. 
An effort 
was made to 
reach Swallow Bay, a small harbor on the 
southern shore, 
bnt failed, 
and 
we were 


weight of the glacier during its downward progress 
the oft-<iuoted passage as to "the inlllsorthe gods" 
being literally applicable. Seeing rockK like these, 
winch ordinarily rcslBt disintegrating Influences for 
UKCH, crushed and powdered like chalk and bcli:g 
poured Into the bay, probably at tlie rate of mil- 
lions of tons per year, one cannot resist the con- 
viction that the same cause, acting through a 
longer time and over a more extended field, was 
competent to produce all thcphenomena attributed 
to it by the most fervent believers in the glacial 
theory. 


AN ANTABCTIO FOB.EST. 
The difficulty of penetrating the woods we found 
to be very great, and an admiration for the achieve- 
ments of the ladles, who had preceded us, increased 
as we went on. Fallen trunks of trees, hidden be- 
neath a wilderness of weeds and covered with 
mojst, slippery moss, impeded our progress: bram- 
bles detained us wltti Importunate but unwelcome 
grasp, and treacherous morasses clung to our feet 
and ankles. At last we saw the glacier, more blue 
than white, shining through the trees, and soon 
emerged, breathless from onr physical exertions 
and from the surprise and delight of the -scene. The 
base of the glacier stretched before us, nearly a 
mile in width, a vast sheet of ice, with sparkling 
towers and pinnacles, peaks and valleys, caverns 
and crevasses; the whole a dazzling, blinding 
whitely-reflacted light—a heavenly, translucent 
blue, where the sun's rays were transmitted. Along 
its base stretched the terminal moraine, twenty 
feet or more in height, and composed of rocks 
and pebbles of various sizes, left there perhaps 
years, perhaps centuries ago, when the meltlngand 
receding glacier gently deposited its burden. Here 
and there tongues of ice ran out and ploughed up 
the ground, as recesses were found where bases 
were washed by nools of glacial water, streams 
came bubbling from beneath it, filled here, as they 
were in the beach, with the debritus from the 
rocks over which they passed, and frigid in tem- 
perature. We went into deep caverns, where the 
walls of ice, moulded and compressed into angular 
fragments, met high above onr heads. Reacliin" a 
point where further progress was impossible it was 
a wonderful sight to turn and look outwards. Tlie 
bine of the ice seemed to pervade the whole atmos- 
phere ; the very stones on which we stood were 
mellowed and softened by it, and the entire struc- 
ture seemed so aerial, so unreal, that we almost ex- 
pected to see it fade away "into dim air." 


The vessel was. waiting for us, however. Twi- 
light was approaching, and we all made the best of 
our way through the forest back to the beach, where 
the boats which had brought us oil remained, the 
ladies overcoming the difflcaltles and surmonntin" 
the obstacles with at least as much ease as any of 
the rest of the party. Reaching the vessel we im- 
mediately proceeded to the nearest available har- 
bor, Playa Parda Cove, some eight or ten miles to 
the westward, where we arrived before dark. At 
dinner the giacier was formally christened the 
"Hassler" by Professor Agassiz—not by right of dis- 
covery, but because it had never previously been 
investigated—and we hope that, however much it 
may be studied hereafter, in name, at least, it will 
be associated with this expedition. 


AN EXAMIMATIOS OF THE WATER. 
During the evening it was accidentally discovered 
that a striking difference existed between the sur- 
face water and that below it. An examination 
was made, and it was found that the former, having 
a temperature of forty-two degrees Farhenheit was 
almost as pure as distilled water, while at four feet 
below the surface the temperature was fifty-two 
degrees, and the salinity equal to what we have 
found to be tie average in sea water. It was evi- 
dent from these facts that the surface water was 
derived from melting ice, and this was afterwards 
found to be the case, the streams running into the 
harbor being fed by a glacier. Preparations for 
the following day's work on the glacier were con- 
tinned until la*e in the night.

tnd clear, we got under way, having thanked the

rtiicb we had previously obtained but rare glances, 
'ere then plainly visible—Sanuento rearing his. 
izzling, forked peak np above the clouds into 
ight sunlight, and looking down from his 7,000 


Having once started back we were aided as much 
by the gale as we had been previously retarded. 
In an astonishingly short space of time we had 
swept over leagues of foaming water, and shot by 
glaciers and snow fields, peaks and domes, which 
had attracted our admiring attention hours pre- 
viously. faciUs Oescensus Averni, and we were far 
from sure for a short time that it was a reflection 
devoid of personal apolication. We soon reached 
Borja Bay, the cove on the north side, for which we 
were running. The vessel was headed inwards, the 
foot of the spanker set and the stem swung around 
by the wind, ana in a moment we passed from a 
scene of wild fury to one of comparative peace and 
quiet. Bona Bay offered to us a little cir- 
cular sheet of water, 
surrounded by high,

After dinner a small party went ashore and made 
the inevitable descent upon the life of the locality.

The next dav 
March 22, opened with fog and sleet; there were 
fresh patches of snow on the hills and a scum of ice 
on the surface of the water. The weather loosed 
very unsettled, -trilii-waws" still paid Uicir unwel- 
come visits occasionally, and it was not considered 
prudent to venture out of the harbor.

The sailors sccared several boatloads of flnc lante 
mossels. wSich were subsequently served op to as 
in a great variety or stjies. ana for some time con- 
ptatated our chief article of diet- Aboct four o'clock 
in tire afternoon tie English mail, steamer passed 
toe •entrance to She bay, goinc rapidly before tte 
wind to the eastward, and towards our letters 
whicli were a-saiMcs: her at Sandy Point. TVc ex- 
changed signals wim her, ana Sac soon passed out 
of sight. 


On MarchM, after a chilly toilet and a breakfost by 
candle-light, so as to make the day-as long as possi- 
ble, we started with our steam launch, having a 
whaleboat in tow. The moon was low in the west 
and as she sank behind the hills we had the pleas- 
ure of witnessing her pale, silvery, metallic ra- 
diance melting away before the pink and roseate 
hnes of advancing dawn. The air was clear, the 
surface of the water unruffled, and everything gave 
promise of one of those perfect days, rare in any 
latitude, out not so extraordinary here as we had 
been led to suppose. As we ran along we passed 
great masses of kelp floating lazily on the surface 
and filled with aquatic Inhabitants—steamer-ducks 
paddled noisily but swiftly away from us: timid 
geese, flying in pairs for mutual comfort and pro- 
tection, sought refuge high up on the cliffs, and 
huge seals or sea-iions, disturbed In their morning 
nap on the beach, turned over and rolled into the 
water. We reached the bay about daybreak find- 
ing its surface covered with a scum oficesnftV 
ciently thick to constitute an obstacle to our prog- 
ress. After landing on the beach 3 division of the 
party was effected. Professor Agassiz and Captain 
Johnson, retaining one of the boats, visited the 
shores and islands of the vicinity, noting the marks 
of glacial action and making general geological ob- 
servations. Count Pourtales and others, carrying a 
barometer, made a partial ascent of the peak, now 
named Mount Agassiz, from which the glacier pro- 
ceeds, and made determinations of height and va- 
rions distances. Hie mountain was estimated to 
be about 3.500 feet high, and was covered near its 
summit with a vast snow field, which, branching 
out on the one hand, formed a lake which fed the 
cascade descending into the forest; on the oth°r 
running down in a narrow valley between high 
hills, and ending in the sheet" of ice nearly a-mile 
wide and several hundreds of feet thick, which is 
now called the "Hassler Glacier." SHU another 
division of the party penetrated the woods and 
reached the scene of our former visit, carrving 
photographic apparatus and instruments for mea- 
suring tue rate of motion of the ice mass. This 
measurement was effected by fixing a telescope im- 
movably on the summit of one of the moraines, 
placing on the glacier a board graduated into equal 
divisions and ranged with another object beyond it 
not on the glacier, and taking successive observa- 
tions during the period of our stav. In this way the 
motion was determined to be about eight inches in 
twenty-four hours, and from this, making allow- 
ances for the changes from day to night and sum- 
mer eo winter, the average annnal motion was cal- 
culated and found to be about double the rate of 
movement of some of the Swiss glaciers. 


rnoTOGSipHic DIFFICULTIES. 
The photographic attempts were attended with, 
more difficulties. The impossibility of finding a level 
spot caused much trouble in pitching the dart tent: 
the only available water was lined wjth fine sand and 
pieces of ice, and the air was so moist that plates 
would not remain dry for twenty seconds. The lines 
of stratification which we were desirous of obtain- 
ing on a negative refused to' appear there, though 
plain as a printed paze on the ice and on the focus- 
sing glass of onr camera. The reason, however, 
was evident; the contrasting colors were blue and 
white, the former of which 13 almost as actinic as i 
the-latter, and produces an equal effect on the sen- ' 
sitive film, the result being a blank. During tae 
day we obtained a number of pictures, some of 
scientific Interest enough to repay us for our labor 
Early in the afternoon we descended to the beach, 
and, while awaiting the rest of the party, two pho- 
tographs were taken, one on either side of tee bar 
showing sections where hard jasper-porpbvry dikes 
had heen worn off to a level with the surrounding 
softer rocks by this same glacier, when in its vonth it 
had extended miles beyond its present limits. Onr 
return to the vessel was made in a short time 
owinc to the speed of onr steam launclj, and we 
reacJieit her about dnst, rather fatigued, but satis- 
fied with the day's work.

THE SCBNKJlir NKAR SIIOI.L BAY. 
As the weather wan so line, and as trie chief at- 
traction of Port Chirrura was found wanting, we 
went out and pursncd onr course in the direction 
h 
w i 5y- Tllc BCcnery was, if possible, more 
beautiful ttian any we had yet passed. The nearer 
clins on either side i ose steep and rugged from the 
water-sedge, anil were washed here and there by 
cascades foaming over their faces. Beyond this 
dark foreground appeared forest-clad Mils, green 
with the beech or the winter's-bark; and still 
further, now fading into the sky as a cloud swept 
before the sun, now shining out with blinding brll- 
Lancy, rose mountain ranges, bearing snow flelds 
sue i as we had not yet looked upon—incredible in 
their magnitude. As we steamed along on that 
afternoon we were for. hours abreast a sfngie, con- 
tinuous range or cordillera, covered with one un- 
broken sheet olsnow ana Ice, whose commencement 
we could not see, and whose termination we had 
not reached when we ran into Shell Bay at twilight 
A heavy fog had commenced to settle, -obscurtne 
the entrance to the Paclflc through & short wide 
channel to the westward, and hiding some of thl 
neighboring islands, bat beyond it we could hear 
the swell and dash or the waters brought in from 
the ocean, while above it Mount Burney reared his 
vast truncated cone, capped with snow and ice- 
lesser peaks faded away in the distance and a por! 
tion of our illuminated snow Held glittered near the 
horizon. The next day Proiesaor Agassiz, President 
Hiil and others of the scientific party went on shore 
immediately after breakfast with a boat's crew 
under charge of one of the officers. Durinsr th"ir 
absence renewed trials were made from the sWor 
the sounding and dredging apparatus, the deep sea 
thermometers ana Morse's bathometer— all of which 
were quite satisfactory.

ate greeaily of the remains of the lunch and then 
became clamorous for tabac and gaZeta (crackers). 
Then- vocabulary of English and Spanish words was 
limited to about a half dozen, of which the above 
were the most frequently recurring. They showed 
considerable imitative power, exercising it in re- 
peating both words and actions. An invitation, 
conveyed to them by signs, to go off to the vessel 
was promptly accepted, and they followed our boat 
out there, hanging on to the Bide for a long while 
after we had got under way. The boat in which we 
found them was evidently an English yawl or jolly- 
boat, and was probably stolen by them from some 
incautious merchantman. It was their only means 
of rapid passage from place to place, and their only 
substitute for a home; it was their town house and 
their cottage, their hospital and their nursery, their 
bedroom, dining room and kitchen; their family 
carriage and their aearse. It contained, in addition 
to the-savages, three fine dogs of a breed allied to 
the mastiff.

mty or wisdom of the mythical Indian—the "noble 
red man':—in their contracted foreheads and 
sensual features, their ridiculous- figures wit h 
swollen bellies arid their arms and legs, and their 
almost idiotic excitement over the tobacco and 
trinkets which we threw them. As "we looked down 
at them, standing on the seats or gunwale of their 
boat, grasping with one hand whatever projections 
they conld find on the side of the vessel and flour- 
ishing the other wildly in the air with bows, arrow, 
skins, fish, everything they possessed, and jabber- 
ing in hideous concert tneir demands for "tabac" 
and "galleta," it seemed hard to believe that there 
existed any line of demarcation between them and 
so-called lower-animals, and, indeed, thev would 
have suffered by comparison with their sagacious 
Quadrupeds, who remained quiet, but attentive, 
during the uproar. At last, finding that our speed 
was making their position dangerous and that 
there would be no farther supplies forthcoming 
they abandoned their hold on the vessel and were 
soon left in the distance. 


About dusk we reached, an anchorage at Otter 
Island, not far from the foot of Mount Burney 
The inaccuracies of the published outlines of this 
mountain and its snow fields were so plainly visible 
tnat an attempt was made to photograph it, though, 
the sun was already on the horizon and the vessel 
was swinging ftom the wind. T7e were, as antici- 
pated, unsuccessfurin producing a picture, but our 
result was sufficient to show tne imnortant point 
that the snow line does not descend to"within many 
hundreds of feet of the. level assigned to it, while 
vegetation rises much higher. 
' 


SHOOTING A SIEAJIEB BUCK. 


On March 28, starting early in' the morning we 
proceeded on our way, with clear sties and fair 
weather, taking leave of Mount Burney. the Cor- 
dillera of Sacnmento, and other prominent noints 
in the landscape which had been in sight for several 
days. In tne middle of the forenoon the reversing 
lever of the engine snapped, owing .to a bad 
flaw in the 
casting. It was thought 
safe, 
however, to proceed, and after a slight delay 
we started again, and reached Siayne harbor late in 
the afternoon. The following day was stormv and 
we rode at anchor while the accident which had oc- 
curred was being remedied. At this place one of 
the officers shot a steamer duck, the ttrst we had 
obtained. They are gigantic birds, weighing from 
fifteen to twenty-five pounds, and measnrinV be- 
tween three and four feet from the extremity of the 
bill to that of the tail. Their wings are short and 
small, and. not having sufficient power to raise the 
body, are used as paddles, with a semi-rotary mo- i 
tion, which has given them taeir name They pro- 
pel themselves through the water in this manner 
with astonishing swiftness, certainly ten or twelve 
miles an hour, possibly more, and on this accoun 
were called "race-horse ducks" by Captain Cooi 
and others of the old navigators who flourished be 
fore the advent of steamboats. Thev are said to 
'•constitute a striking link between the'genera anas 
and aplenoaytes." 


GKOPISG Dt A FOB. 
On March 30 we started in the morning, intend- 
ing to reacfl Tom Bay, but were delayed by a for 
and were compelled to mn into Puerto Boeno 
about noon. We remained there the rest of the 
day, occupied as usual. The nest mornins the 
weather was beautiful at first, but soon became 
blustering and overcast. We now began to notice 
a comparative scarcity of snow-capped mountains 
the most prominent one which we passed beine a 
valuable landmark called "Curious Peak,'1 from its 
singular shape. Late in the afternoon a heavy f< 
descended over the channel, hiding completely au 
landmarks, and rendering navigation difficult and 
dangerous. One bay was entered, bat found to 
afford no anchorage, and at last, darkness having 
overtaken us, oae of the officers went ashore on a 
small island and kept a fire blazing an night, while 
the vessel stood off and on. in the stream.

About fifty delegates were present, 
representingnearjy every State and Territory. They

Foreign liolntions have agreed to report favor- 
ably to-iliiy tho En<;liHh supplemental rulo to 
the Treaty of Washington, and it seems not 
unlikely that the Senate will confirm the action 
of the-committee and advise President Grant 
to accept tho ultimatum of the British govern- 
ment and to abandon KO ranch of our case bo- 
foro the Geneva Conference as relates to the 
claims for indirect damages. 
Two of the 


committee, in a minority report, recommend 
the rejection of Lord Granville's proposition, 
and a single member proposes a verbal amend- 
ment which will leave the meaning of the rule 
unchanged. If this should prevail the dis- 
grace will be nono the less, since it is an alter- 
ation said not to be objectionable to Secretary 
Fish, but the chances are that the dose will have 
to be swallowed exactly as prepared for us 
by the English Cabinet. Tho influences to 
which we shall owe this national disgrace are 
well known to be wholly of a selfish or merce- 
nary character. The direct claimants who 
expect liberal awards for their losses—an ex- 
pectation which may be eventually disap- 
pointed; the paid lobby agents who are labor- 
ing in their service; the merchants, railroad 
projectors and speculators whose interests are 
identified with the London market or who re- 
quire the aid of English loans; die handful of 
traders who imagine they are to make a profit 
out of some of the concessions of the treaty; 
the Secretary of the Treasury, whose pet pol- 
icy may be obstructed by the temporary inter- 
ruption of financial business with England- 
all these have united in a common effort 
to accomplish the result which it is too 
ranch to be feared their influences have 
now secured. Their success is the more 
to be deplored because, in all in which 
the public interests are in any degreee con- 
cerned, their fears are groundless and their 
arguments fallacious. 
The breaking off of 


negotiations with the British government and 
the destruction of the Treaty of "Washington 
would not injure our national securities or 
damage our railroad and other home enter- 
prises. The unnaturally inflated Wall street 
stock balloon might collapse and a few gam- 
bling speculators might collapse with it; but 
this would be a benefit rather than an injury 
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to the people. There might be a momentary 
depression in our bonds and gold might rise a 
fraction under the influence of the failure of 
negotiations so nearly completed; but the 
country would be as rich and prosperous as 
ever, the Alabama matter would only re-

If the philosophic farmer of Chappaqua

It is a most happy 
dispensation that he can vent in this way the 
extra force of intellect that would otherwise 
run to rage or rain. Other men, when worn 
out with business, or apprehensive of encoun- 
tering too inquisitive Mends, seek the cooling 
breezes of Kewport or the dazzling company 
of Saratoga, and there recreate their jaded 
frames, or by the well-chosen dalliance. of 
polite conversation conceal the burning but 
dangerous thoughts that warm their bosoms. 
The forest and springs of Chappaqua are the 
summer resort and the watering place of this 
sage, and he finds rest for the weary and « vent 
for overflowing ideas in the happy pastime 
of wood chopping. It is as composing and 
satisfactory as swearing. It is a safety valve 
that keeps M™ from blowing himself up, 


But if he flies for pleasure to his woods and 


his ase handle in the ordinary times of his. 
business, with how much more zest must he 
seek these pleasures now," that his way of life 
has become a great public way and is beset by 
wirepullers, office-eeeSers, putters up of polit- 
ical jobs and putters on of political heads!

Hoping that an abundant rainfall may yet put 
an end to our worst fears, we yet feel it to be 
our duty to repeat the advice we gave yester- 
day morning.

It will be well also for our 
national authorities to consider whether the 
time has not come when vigorous efforts should 
be made to replace the forests which, in some 
instances, accidental fire, and, in other in- 
stances, the rash and reckless hand of civiliza- 
tion have made to disappear from the face of 
the land.

subject of copyright in the United States of America 
was sent to the Eight Hon. Earl Grauville on Friday, 
_Aprin9i by Mr. William Gilbert, the honorable Sec- 
retary:— 


Looking forward with satisfaction to the prospect 
of ftarmonions relations being happily established 
between the United States and the United Kingdom 
we, the undersigned, hope for a reconsideration of 
the policy in virtue or which authors, as authors 
enjoy no rights which American citizens are 
bound to respect. Letters from influential

With 
ont dwelling on the argument of the Americans 
that such an arrangement would not be free trade, 
but the negation or free trade, and merely notion" 
their farther argument, that while their protectiri

It is well 
known that some time ago the government of Mad- 
rid contemplated the removal of the Count, and It 
ras only owing to the inducement hsld out by him 
if a speedy suppression of the rebellion that he was 
maintained in offlce. To exercise a pressure upon 
he home government he has also intrigued with 
he volunteers and pampered and petted them in 
>rder to secure their influence, which has so much 
weight with the Spanish Ministry. 


GENERAL DEMORALIZATION. 


Thus he has fostered a dangerous spirit of laxity

A week has now elapsed since the first appear-

Senor de Leon not only blames the 
Captain General, but also the Admiral of the navy 
for setting this example of insubordination. 


r/SFOF0LABITY OF THE A'AVT. 
SpeaMng of the Admiral, I mav as well mention 
that the navy has lost much prestige in Cuba. It is 
maintained here at an enormous expense and has 
so lar been perfectly useless. 
There is much 
complaint, too, about the gunboats which have 
been constructed in the United States Thev are 
declared to be worthless. Ths naval authorities of 
the island had them builtwithoutthe consent, of the 
government and without complying with the regu- 
lation of the law. The press in tliis city is gatreed 
not being permitted to criticize the administration 
but I have seen extracts from Madrid journals in 
which Admiral Malcampo is severely attacked for 
his lacK of judgment in lavishing so much money 
and sending a gentleman, named Kaphaei de Arra- 
gon, to superintend the construction of these (run- 
boats. Mr. Raphael de Arragon. entre parentJilae, 
is known to be a very eccentric and unreliable 
man. But the responsibility is thrown upon his 
chief, Admiral Malcampo, and it is even darkly 
hinted that he entrusted this important mission to 
so incompetent and inexperienced a man for some 
corrupt purposes of his own. From all these causes 
combined dissatisfaction among the loval Spaniards 
has reached such a critical point that" a change in 
the administration of the island has become indis- 
pensabie- The opinion is generally expressed that 
there must be soon an end to the r&jime of Cantain 
General Valmaseda.

Had it not lieen 
for the very vehement assertion in the American 
case of that which the treaty had touched so very 
lightly, it Is pretty certain that all wonld have gone 
on in the spirit of the original negotiations, and that 
England and America would have accepted, with 
equal good will, a nominal award against the fo>-- 
mer. or a declaration of the complete nnllitv of the 
elates that are now so bitterly declared tnadmissi- 
We, "even to argument.

At tne last moment 
the negotiation appears to fan, not from the United 
States refusing to relinquish these claims but from 
Its refusing to take them altogether out of its case, 
though it agrees to instruct the tribunal that it 
•claims nothing by their presentation. This is push- 
ing blaster and intolerance to the last estremitv. 
Does the Washington Treaty give anything that 
can be considered eanivalent to "the humiliation of 
yielding to such fegmrement?

There are many benevolent institutions in New 


Tork about which very little Is ever heard, bn 
which, nevertheless, continue to So noble work ii 
the cause of humanity. Of this class scarcely om 
can be mentioned that aas a better record for use 
Rilness than the WorHngwornen's Protectivi 
Union, in Bleecker street, or one that has a higher 
mission to fulfil. Experience, all the world over 
has proved that the poor working girl is the mos 
defenceless being on earth, and that in regard to 
her the most cowardly means have been resorted 
to. if not absolutely to defraud her, at least so to 
depress the value of Iier services as to make them 
count for almost nothing. Although much has Seen 
done to ameliorate the "worKingwoman's condition 
and place it on a more equal footing with her 
brother toiler, yet the most earnest efforts in Sii; 
tiehalf have not entirely succeeded, andto-aay, In 
tills city, there is a constant need of vigilance in 
the protection of the poor working girl's rights 
This is the more plainly seen from glancing at the 
records of the Protective Union in BleecSer street 
where females of all ages and all nationalities 
daily tell the story of their wants and their 
wrongs, 
and seeR for advice in the almost 


bereft condition in which they Una themselves. The 
community little tnows to what hard straits many 
a poor respectable girl is driven to maSe an honest 
day's living, and has still less idea of how much real 
distress and actual suffering are undergone pa- 
tiently anil with brave hearts by young women frail 
and weak: in body, but noble and strong in mint!

St. Luke, said Mr. lieecher, told the same inci- 


dent, asking almost the same quepiion, to which 
the same answer could be returar i. Ko, because 
they were too religious. The saiEi- might be said 
now. There were many who could read the indica- 
tions of national events who failed utterly to com- 
prehend that infinitely more important subject, the 
workings of onr social system, and who, blinded by 
prejudices, saw in distorted shape the grand up- 
heaval of the system in the 


LABOR STRIKE. 


Its sign was that all industries that have formed 
guilds for self-protection had become discontented 
and were forming closer affinities with their neigh- 
boring guilds. Tie power of the laboring classes 
has heretofore been wholly disproportioned to their 
numbers. But It has long been a sign of the times 
that their power was increasing, and it was so 
because they had a vote. The possession of 
that had thrown open to them the door of access to 
every favor of our social system. It has brongnt 
discontent with, it; has done so before but their 
efforts have not always been successful because 
they have lacked guidance. Labor became the tool 
of brains and the great mass of workingmen have 
been 
swayed 
by 
the 
dextrous politician. 


The result has not satisfied his aspirations 
for - we 
were 
again 
to 
the 
midst 
of 


the swaying of their dissatisfaction. It was not a 
matter to be.put lightly aside^ la attempting to 
measure the movements and its results, there were 
gome depths ixt "which the plummet struck no 
bottom, but with the movement and the 
movers he felt hearty sympathy. 
It might 


entail misery, 
but it. is a rising from the 


bottom. 
It follows as a natural sequence of 


the popular estimate of labor. Labor has been 
trodden under loot and despised. The Jews hon- 
ored labor, but taking the world generally it has 
not been so honored. The dignity of labor has been 
the constant theme of orators and essayists, but the 
great fact remains that it seems vulgar to eat your 
bread in the sweat of your brow. This is why labor 
Js discontented. Refinement has been a monopoly 
too long. The movement shows aspiration for 
refinement, and its success means the elevation 
that they desire that a boy shall go through college 
not to fit himself the better for the law or pulpit, 
tat that he may be the better mechanic- The lower 
a man is the more patient he is under circum- 
stances that afterward become burdensome. 
Hence the movement shows development. It is a 
rising from the iower to the higher. The old time 
Idea— that law of barbarism— that he is richest who 
wants least, is exploded. He is richest who has 
most mouths witcfii Mm to feed and who can till 
them. 
Mr. Beecher then proceeded to speak of the emi- 
gratory element, and stated that those who came 
tc this country to seek a new home became am- 
bitions. In the early era of their lives they were 
satisfied with commonplace things— a box was a 
good table, and the pattern of aplate mattered little 
so long as there was anything upon it. But there 
Is now soringing up a spirit of discontent — 
a spirit that would have no birth were not those 
wlio desired and sought what they consider a la- 
borial equality too grasping in their demands". The 
TForMngman savs be has a right to enjoy the com- 
forts which the rich possess. He doesTiot consider 
that there is a hiatus between the rich and the 
poor. This diuerence is 


USHEALTHT TO SOCIETY. 
The grand Christian fellowship of brotherhood 
should induce every one to coincide with the ideas 
and tenets of those of their fellow men who are in 
power by reason of their riches. By a system of 
amalgamation every one becomes to a certain ex- 
tent refined and the vulgarities of the people eva- 
nesce when perfect unity reigns supreme. 
Mr. Beecher then called attention to 


THE DESPOTISM OK CAPITAL, 
and said that the capacity to acquire wealth was in 
the ascendant at the present time, though we had 
much to lose. Plutocracy could not hold sway 
•while the workingmen rebelled. This was a free 
country, and nnder its banner none would 
consent to 
be 
slaves. 
There 
were men 
who held positions 
in the Legislature who 
were fully fitted for the penitentiary: unless a man 
lias money to sustain him he cannot hope to make 
licadwav against the strong current of public opin- 
ion. We thought we overthrew the devil when we 
overthrew 
slavery, 
but 
mammon is 
oar 
devil and that 
demon it 
is most 
difficult 
to 
annihilate. 
Among onr moneyed men 
there Is a system of fraud and chicanery. The 
preacher did not believe in the resolntions or the 
organizations that the worSingmen had formed — 
lie was not for them, yet he was not against them. 
With regard to employers, a man conld not 
tic rich without taking the responsibility 
o! 
Ills wealth upon himself. He was glad the 
•wnrtnngmen had taken so firm a stand, bnt he 
thought that they were inclined to be selfish in 
tneir desires— to neglect other organizations in 
their enaeavor to attain their own ends. They 
must woik together- Society is but a carcass and 
the men are the maggots that feed upon it. They

The attendance WUH very large, not- 
withstanding that Iho weuthcr was very unfavor- 
able. The majority of those present were Oermnns. 
A delegation from the cabinetmakers now on strike, 
holding sessions in Teutonic Hull, was present. Be- 
fore tlie meeting was called to order the subject 
was very vigorously dtecussod, many of the 
mem- 


bers of the association declaring tliat they should 
nse all available moans to secure the ciiroroeinent 
of the law, which the Legislature had failed to do. 
Ju the absence of the President of the New York 
Carvers' Society, the meeting was called to order 
by 
Mr. Louis lIwitEn SMITH, who Raid that, in accord- 
ance with a resolution adopted at a special meeting 
of the society, held on Friday last, the meeting 
had been convened. It was very satisfactory to 
see so largo an attendance, 
which 
proved 


that a spirit of unanimity prevailed, and tnat a de- 
termination had been arrived at to enforce the 
Elght-Uonr law— that abridgement of time so sadly 
needed (cheers) ; the increasing of their wages by 
twenty-live per cent to those on piece work. 
(Loud applause). Were they to have their de- 
mand,) acceded to or not ? (Voices— "We will).") 
Then they had to work determinedly, wisely and 
•with caution. They had to co-operate with the 
cabinetmakers and the central body. On Friday 
night a committee had been appointed to report on 
the shops, the opinion of the workmen and the 
bosses. They had conferred and were successful to 
a great extent. Throughout the city and this vast 
continent the mechanic had begun to look for his 
rights, and why should the carvers lie behind; 
they would not be treating their fellow workmen 
as men if they 'did. The painters had set 
the 
example and 
had 
succeeded 
in en- 


forcing 
the 
Eight-Hour law, 
and 
they as 


pioneers were entitled to no 
little credit 


for the firmness and the boldness displayed in 
taking the first step in this labor campaign. Then 
followed a part of their own trade, he might say — 
the carpenters — and they had met with more than 
the most sanguine expectations: almost success 
withm a week. (Apnlause.) Since that stiiKe com- 
menced nearly every class of tradesmen have re- 
solved to strike too. Success had been almost uni- 
form and the concessions have been made with a 
willingness by tlie bosses that was really creditable. 
As the carvers have 'struck they should fight it out 
manfully until success crowned their efforts. They 
had the support and sympathy of all the other 
trades and all that was required was harmony and 
unity. The intention is to strike onMonday for the 
eight hours for those working by the week, and for 
those on piece work for an increase of twenty- 
five per cent. (Cheers.) Some of the bosses on 
being spoken to had acceded to the demand, but 
there were others who said they would be guided 
oy the majority, and some even refused to acquiesce 
at all. (Groans.) The intention was to hold out 
and resist the bosses, to form committees that 
would, in connection with the central body sitting 
daily at Teutonia Hall, visit the shops all over the 
city and take the ten-hour men away from them. 
(Applause.) There were some men who opposed 
the movement, among whom were upholsterers, 
varnishers and gilders, all of whom were branches 
of tlus trade, and these men were all to be taken 
from the shops, nrged to join the society and par- 
ticipate in the strike— (cheers)— to gain the right- 
ful demands — the law of the country for the alle- 
viation of the condition of the worlcingman. (Loud 
anplause.) 
Mr. A. GOETZ nest spoke, and said the committee 
which had been appointed had done their duty, and 
over thirteen hundred men had agreed to strike 
when called on. (Cheers.) Nothing was demanded 
more than the other trades sought, and they only 
acted with the impulses of others in coming for- 
ward and demanding their rights. Why should 
they remain dormant while the great agitation of 
reform was taking place In the city. Prom Monday 
(to-day) they would turn out in the strike and 
demand the enforcement of that law which tne 
Legislature had neglected to see enacted — (ap- 
plause) — and by uniting with the central body and 
the cabinetmakers, at the headquarters, Teutonia 
Hall, would hold out and wring from the employers 
•what was just. 
Besides Harter & Brothers, of 
Mercer street, there were many other firms 
who had already acceded to the 
demands 
made— the abridgment of the hours of labor and 
the increase of wages. (Cheers.) There -were many 
shops, however, which have refused and others 
where the mcn.had not asked for it. Committees 
'wouia be appointed to go around these shops, and 
he trusted those who would form members of these 
committees would do their duty like men, and 
whenever they found a man working at the ten- 
hour system, that he would be brought away. 
They had to work vigilantly and cautiously ; these 
men had to be met before entering the workroom, 
as otherwise they would have to confront the 
bosses, and for fear of trouble that was to be 
avoided if possible. Peaceful and moral force was 
preferable to violence, but where other force was 
required, that matter would be for the further con- 
sideration of the central organization. 
In con- 
clusion he offered the following resolutions to the 
meeting for adoption : — 


Resolved, That the woodcarrers of New York, on Mon- 
day. the 19th. demand and strike tor the enforcement of 
the Eight-Horn- law lor tiiose working by the day. and 
that a demand of twenty-five per cent extra be made for 
those employed on piece work. 
Resolved, Thct tbe houn> of wort be between the hours 
of eight A. M. and five P- IL 


The CHJJH5IAN put the resolutions to the meet- 
ing, and they were unanimously adopted. He then 
appointed the following committte, representing 
the nationalities of America. Germany and France- 
Messrs. James Skhan, Charles Caiandre and F. 
Kcmm— to attend the meeting of the centra! body 
and cabinetmakers' session at the. Teutonia. Booms, 
Third avenue, on Mondav morning. 
Mr. AEOLPH GOETZ said the report of the com- 
mittee who had visited the shops and met the men 
stated ttat a very favorable reception was given 
them, and that the men were willing to join in the 
strike. In the shops of Mr. Herbert the men were 
working on the abridgment of hours and on the 
increase of twenty-five per cent which was de- 
manded. (Loud applause.) They had also to report 
that the nrm of Messrs. Lewis had also given in, 
and the men would not require to go out on the 
strike there. It was therefore the intention of car- 
rying this strike successfully. Every man should 
enter into the undertaking with a firm determina- 
tion, and in each case where ten-hour men refused 
to come out they were to be brought forcibly. 
That was resorted to by the carpenters and brick- 
layers, and they had the good results therefrom. 
(Cheers.) 
Mr. LOTZ spoke at length in favor of the move- 
ment, and argued that it was not an illegal demand 
that was sought. It was the lawful right of the 
mechanic, and he honed in this struggle the carvers 
would turn out to a man to the morning, and Seep 
In the strike with the cabinetmakers until the 
bosses had acceded. 
The CHAIBUAV congratulated the meeting on the 
unanimity which existed among the men at the 
commencement of the strike, and he trusted that 
such a pleasant state of things would exist all 
through. The movement was originated for their 
benefit, and they should always Keep that in view, 
and when they met an unfortunate ten-hour 
worker they should remember it was for Ms benefit — 
the benefit of all — and that, he should cease working 
ami become a member of the society. (Cheers.) 
Mr- P. WAU.OOKFF. as a member of the deputa- 
tion from the cabinetmakers, attended to offer 
sympathy of the trade and to express their joy at 
having so great a reinforcement as tfeeir fellow- 
workers In wood— the carvers, coming out so deter- 
mined to one of the greatest agitations of tbe age. 
They had to push the strike vigorously. A great 
deal depended on how it was done at the beginning, 
and in a snort time tlicy night not be snrprised to 
see a clear victory over Sheir bosses. Heart and 
hand the cabinetmakers joined with them, and 
were determined to hold out to the bitter end. A 
very enthusiastic meeting took place in the Military 
Hall a few nights since, at which over Sft^n hun- 
dred were present, and It was Jliere resolved to 
hold out. Sow. this nneipectcd addition to their 
renSaof the woodworkers was indeed firatifjlng 
and filled them with toe nope liat success wonid 
soon come. (Cheers.) 
Mr. KLAME stated that in the shop in wWch be 
worked there were over foriy-«igflt men. and Kiev

This morning I called at the house of ex-Secretary 


Seward, but he had evidently been expecting nu- 
merous visitors about this time, as he was away at 
Mr. Vf. H. Seward, Jr.'s, cottage on the shore of 
Lake Owasco. Mr. Frederics Seward was, how- 
ever, at home and at leisure. General McDowell, 
the Postmaster, introduced me, and we tatea on 
the situation.

Under Secretary of State I set about finding some 
Jehn who knew the road to the "Governor's nest," 
as the people call the Seward cottage on tie late, 
and eventually succeeded. 


"There are two ways to reach it," said my in- 


formant; "ye fcen rate the southern central down 
on. this side of the lake until ye see a boat: if ye 
see the boat perhaps they'll take ye over, and per- 
haps they wont.

Meeting of the State Conservative Committee—A

27th of June—Greeley and Brown ia

RICHMOND, Va., May 18,1872. 


In view of the conflict of political opinion in the 


State, both on the subject of nominating a demo- 
cratic ticket at Baltimore on the 9th of July and the 
more prevailing sentiment of the people to favor of 
the Cincinnati nominees, Mr. Raleigh T. Daniel, 
chairman of the State Executive Democratic Com- 
mittee, some time since issned a call ^br. a meeting 
of that committee to-day. Agreeable to the call a 
fall meeting was held to-day, at the Eschanse 
Hotel, at which, after a brief consultation, the fol-

Whereas, This cortimittee iteinss of opinion that a 
Stare Convention ol tie conservative parry in Virginia, 
ought to be Jieltl for the pnrpose of preparing for t*ie 
coming Presidential election and the last State Conven- 
tion bavin? in exoress terms withheld from this com- 
mittee and denied to anybody otner than a regularly 
organized State Convention the power to declare for tae 
conservative party in Virginia any opinion or policy; It is 
therefore, 
Resolved. That a State Convention of the conservative 
party be held at Richmond on tne 27th day of .lane, 1872, 
at twelve o'clock tt? ue constituted in all respects as pro- 
vided by the plan of conservative organization. 


After consultation among the members of the 
committee as to mtnutia;, the committee adjourned 
si-ne ale. Among tiie members were some of

Colonel John S. Mosby, the Confederate guerilla 


chief, abont whose position in relation to the Presi-

espfanation to a gentleman in this city :— 


WABKENTOPT, Va., May 15,1872. 
HYDEAKSra—I have received your favor inquir- 
ing my position in the Presidential contest. Of 
course if a democrat is nominated I shall support 
his election with all my heart, but if it is reduced to 
a question of choice between General Grant and 
Greeley I shall sunport the former. My own views 
of the policy, after the failure of the Cincinnati 
Convention to nominate a man acceptable to demo- 
crats, that the South should hold itself aloof 
.from the contest and not commit itself to either 
until the Philadelphia Convention had nominated 
.its'candidates, and declared a platform ofprinei- 
jfles: lor, if the whole-South, were committed in ad- 
vance against the election- of General Grant, what 
motives conia he or his party have to try to con- 
ciliate us.

knowledge

foreign languages was then suddenly and divinely 
communicated. Tnat men heretofore uneducated 
spoke in the tongues of the North and the Sontli, 
tlie East and the West; to Galilean Jews was given 
the phrases of tlie Parthian and the Piygian, tie 
Lybian and the Arabian speech. So far as anything 
in the narrative directs an interpretation we may 
as readily believe that to each of the one hundred 
and twenty was given the knowledge of all foreign 
anguages as that one dialect was given to one 
and another to another. There is nothing to war- 
rant the notion that Peter spoke Elamite, while 
Tames spoke Cretan and John Roman, or that they 
poke, one at a time, in different languages. The 
impression given by the narrative is ratlier that 
hey -were an speaking together, as the spirit gave 
hem utterance, and that there was no selection 
among them by the spirit. We cannot discover 
hat their linguistic preparation gave to any ofthe 
postles an intimation of the way of their missjon; 
or is there any evidence that in their after speech 
hat they ever made any use of tlieir miraculously 
couired gift. How could it edify men to speak 
anguages which they did not understand when' 
they had a common language ? The more we ex- 
amine this the more absurd it becomes. To meet
